Right Honourable and my Noble Lord, 


A Ceording to your Lordſhips deſire, 1 have fully inquired into 
the murther of Mr. Thomas Preffick, « rich Saddler at 
Trim, axd have received this diſmal relation thereof, from two of 
hu children, and one Jane Tucker, then jreſent with bim, and ſe- 
wveral others now living here, viz. That in the firſt year of the late 
horrid Rebellion, about a month before Chriſtmas, ove Miles Reyly,. 
and Captain Betagh, with many of the Iriſh under their "Com- 
mand, came to the ,Parſonage Caſtile of Trim, in which Mr. Tho- 
mas Preflick (4 very ftrit? and Religians Proteſtant, of great ho- 
nefly and good repute) then lived, into which alſo many other Pro- 
reftants had then fled for ſafety, and being denied entrance, they 
burnt the honſe adjoining to the Caſile, ent of which all the people 
fled to the Turrets of the Caſtle, and the abovementioned Jane 
Tucker, ſeeing ſome of the Iriſh getting up the Caſtle, and fear- 
ing they would throw her into the fire, leaped off the top of the 
wall, upon the ground, and though ſhe was then with child (which 
is yet living) and the Turret wery high, ſhe received no hurt; a 
little before which ſhe ſaw and heard Mr. Prefhick praying very 
fervently in the Tarret, begging flrength of God to go throng h that fiery 
Tryal, and ending his Prayer, he dcclared his willingneſs to die for 
the Proteſtant Religion, and: encouraged them all to ao the like, up- 
on which ſome of the Iriſh got in»mediately into that Turret 
ſreearing they would kill him, unleſs he would go to Maſs; he 
with great Chriſtian courage told them he would not forſake Chriſt 
for fear of death, they then in a preat fury made him pull off his 
ſhoes and ſlockings, and thruft him down a pair of ſtairs, the ſtones ].
